COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS

To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately, 


in the County of Franklin: 
GREETINGS: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in Whately on 
Monday, the twentieth day of February next at 11:30 
o’colck in the forenoon, then and there to bring in their 
votes to the election officers for: 


Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk, one Selectman 
for three years, one Assessor for three years, one School 
Committee for three years, two Library Trustees for 
three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, 
one Tax Collector for three years, one Tree Warden for 
three years, Auditor, Elector under the Will of Oliver 
Smith, and one Regional School Committee for three 
years. 

The polls will be open for voting from 11:30 A.M. 
until 7:00 P.M. 

And you are directed also to notify and warn the 
inhabitants of the Town of Whately, qualified to vote in 
town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately, 
on Saturday, the twenty-fifth day of February next, at 
1:30 o’clock in the afternoon, and then and there to act 
on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the town will vote to au- 
thorize the treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue for the financial years beginning January 1, 1967 
and January 1, 1968, in accordance with the provisions 
of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than 
one year, in accordance with the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the town will authorize the 
selectmen to prosecute and defend all suits that may be 
brought in behalf of, or against, the town, and to employ 
counsel for same. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what the town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote that the 
Cemetery Commissioners be authorized to act as Sextons, 
their compensation for cemetery work and opening graves 
to be fixed by vote of the town, or take any other action 
relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to fix the 
salaries and compensation of all elective officers of the 
town, as provided by General Laws, Chapter 41, Section 
108: Selectmen, Moderator, Town Clerk, Assessors, 
Auditor, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Elector under the 
Will of Oliver Smith, Constables, Tree Warden and School 
Committee. 
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ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,075. for the maintenance of high- 
ways under the provisions of Chapter 81, General Laws. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,500. for the maintenance of high- 
ways under the provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws, 
said money to be used in conjunction with State or County 
funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will appropriate 
from funds available under the provisions of Chapter 679, 
Acts of 1965, the sum of $3,750. for the construction of 
highways under the provisions of Chapter 90, General 
Laws, said money to be used in conjunction with State 
or County funds, or both, for continuation of work on 
River Road, any unused balance to be used on Chestnut 
Plain Road. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will authorize the 
selectmen to enter into contracts with the Mass. Depart- 
ment of Public Works and the County Commissioners for 
the maintenance and construction of highways during 
the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to 
finance State and County highway grants for Chapter 81 
and Chapter 90 operations by transferring the sum of 
$25,525. from ‘free cash”, reimbursements as received 
to be returned to that source. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will authorize the 
selectmen to sell at public auction, or otherwise, the 
Ferguson tractor-loader and its accessories, or take any 
other action relative thereto. 
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ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate $2,500. and appropriate from Road Machinery 
Fund $3,500. for the purchase of a new dump truck for 
the highway department, trading in the old 1958 Inter- 
national dump truck, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will authorize the 
selectmen to grant a one-week vacation (40 working 
hours) to all highway employees with one-year’s con- 
tinuous service, and appropriate a sum of money there- 
for, or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $82,405.36 for the town’s share of 
the Capital and Operational costs of the Frontier Region- 
al School District, or take any other action relative there- 
to. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100. for Memorial Day Observance, 
to be expended under the auspices of American Legion 
Post +348 of Whately. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will appropriate 
from the S. White Dickinson Library Fund, the sum of 
$3,200. to be used toward the operation and maintenance 
of the library. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money, not to exceed $25,000. for the 
construction of a fire station and for originally equipping 
and furnishing said station, and determine whether the 
money shall be provided by taxation, by transfer from 
available funds in the treasury, or by borrowing, or by a 
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combination thereof; and to authorize the board of select- 
men to enter into all contracts and agreements necessary 
to construct, equip, and furnish said fire station; and 
instruct the moderator to appoint a committee of five 
as a building committee to consult with and assist the 
selectmen in such duties, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the town will instruct the 
selectmen and assessors to investigate the advisability of 
hiring a town secretary, to be available also to other town 
officers, and to recommend a salary therefor, and to re- 
port at a later meeting, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the town will instruct the 
assessors and selectmen to investigate the matter of tax- 
mapping, and to report at a later town meeting, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the town will instruct the 
moderator to appoint a committee of three to investigate 
the matter of more adequate sanitary and heating facili- 
ties in the town hall, to report at a later town meeting, or 
take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the town will vote to elect 
the Town Clerk for a three-year term starting in 1968, 
or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize and instruct the assessors to use $15,000. from 
“free cash” to reduce the tax rate of 1967. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by post- 
ing up attested copies thereof at two public places in said 
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Town, seven days at least before the time of holding said 
meeting.

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Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


We herewith present our annual report on the 1966 
activities as required by law. 


Work on Chapter 90 Construction on River Road 
was continued and there remains only a short portion to 
be completed. We have been given a tentative State and 
County grant which should allow the balance of the road 
to be constructed, and we can then make a start on Chest- 
nut Plain Road with the Swamp and Christian Lane 
intersections our first objective. Maintenance, under our 
superintendent Joseph F. Mieczkowski has been excellent. 


We are asking for a new truck in 1967 to replace the 
1958 International which has given good service but has 
seen its best days. We are asking that we be allowed to 
dispose of the Ferguson tractor-loader and the mower,, 
post-hole digger, etc., accessory to it, and we plan to pur- 
chase a new mower for roadside maintenance. 


Building permits have been issued in 1966 for 6 new 
houses, 6 other buildings, breezeways and garages, and 7 
miscellaneous such as signs, opening gravel banks, etc. 


We are still trying to get the Mass. Department of 
Public Works, Waterways Div., to advise us what type 
of replacement we will be allowed to use on Claverick 
Road. We have used every source of pressure we can 
muster, they have made surveys many months ago, but 
we cannot get the required answer to our problem. A 
suit has been filed against the party who damaged the 
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bridge, but it has not yet reached the trial stage in the 
courts. 


The by-law against unregistered cars adopted at the 
last annual meeting has been approved and a copy appears 
in this report. Enforcement has been started without 
applying the legal methods available, with good results, 
and legal enforcement will be used where necessary when 
it is again possible to move such vehicles from their 
frozen locations. 


Consideration must be given soon to improved toilet 
facilities in our town hall. We must look forward to the 
necessity of having someone in our town office a great 
deal of the time, and the convenience of the public at 
functions in the building should also be considered. At 
the same time thought should be given to better heating 
equipment, and improved safety conditions in the whole 
building. A request for a survey committee appears in 
the warrant, and we hope will be given serious considera- 
tion. 


It is unfortunate that the Fire Station investigation 
ended in a dead-lock, since the four members of the Com- 
mittee appointed at the last annual meeting were divided 
2-2, the fifth member having resigned due to probable 
conflict of interest. However, two members did prepare 
a tentative plan which went out to bids but only one bid- 
der qualified and consequently all were rejected. Further 
recommendations on this matter will appear in the 
Finance Committee report.

BY-LAW adopted by. Town of Whately February 26, 1966 


UNREGISTERED MOTOR VEHICLES 


SECTION 1. The keeping of more than one un- 
registered momor vehicle, assembled or dis-assembled, 
except by a person licensed under General Laws, Chapter 
140, Section 59, on any premises shall not be permitted, 
unless said motor vehicles are stored within an enclosed 
building. 


SECTION 2. A special permit to keep more than 
one unregistered motor vehicle on any premises not within 
an enclosed building, after a duly called public hearing at 
which all abutters to the premises have received notice, 
may be granted by the Board of Selectmen, if it finds that 
such keeping (1) is in harmony with the general purposes 
and intent of this by-law; (2) will not adversely affect 
the neighborhood; and (3) will not be a nuisance. 


SECTION 3. All such special permits granted shall 
limit the number of unregistered motor vehicles to be 
kept on the premises by the permit owner, shall not run 
with the land, and shall be limited to a reasonable length 
of time. 


SECTION 4. This by-law shall not apply to motor 
vehicles which are used for farming purposes or to con- 
tractor’s equipment, nor to landowners or tenants who 
store motor vehicles out of sight of abutters and public 
ways. 
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SECTION 5. Whoever violates any provisions of 
this by-law shall be liable to a penalty of $5 per day for 
each day of violation, commencing ten days following re- 
ceipt of written notice from the Board of Selectmen.

Several increases in these recommendations will be 


noted, notably in Schools and Regional School, due mostly 
to further changes in teachers’ salaries. It is to be noted 
however, that local schools turned back unused funds of 
$4,694.00 from 1966 appropriation, and Regional School 
has used $138,000.00 of Surplus Revenue to reduce the 
1967 request, $2,200.00 of which is applied to Whately’s 
share. 


The increase in Chapter 90 Construction is requested 
to assure the completion of River Road in 1967. Since 
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this comes from the State Highway Bond issue (Chapter 
679, Acts of 1965), the tax rate will not be affected. 


All categories of Public Assistance — Old Age Assis- 
tance, Aid to Families of Dependent Children, Disability 
Assistance and Medical Aid — are being included in one 
appropriation, which will allow transfers between cata- 
gories instead of having one too large and another too 
small. These being unpredictable expenditures, we may 
still require a transfer before the end of the year. The 
Federal Medicare program has not yet served to reduce 
our costs; in fact, some of the so-called Proverty programs 
will tend to increase our problems. 


The Fire Station situation has received considerable 
discussion in our meetings. Two citizens’ groups have 
developed tentative plans for a suitable building, smaller 
than had previously been propoosed, either of which could 
be built for an estimated $22,000.00. Legal opinion has 
been obtained, determining that an architect or engineer 
must be employed to prepare and complete plans and 
specifications, since the State Law (Chapter 149, Section 
44A to 44L) is very explicit in its application to public 
buildings. Further a project cannot be broken down into 
small contracts to avoid the $2,000.00 limit on unadver- 
tised projects. This, of course, would add the architect’s 
fees to the estimate above. We advise an appropriation 
for this purpose of $25,000.00, most of which could be 
paid from 1967 taxation and “free cash’, the balance 
financed by a note to bepaid in 1968, thus spreading the 
cost over two years. We do not recommend bonding the 
town over a period of years, due to the excessive interest 
costs. 


We feel that a clerk or “town secretary” is gcing to 
be a necessity within a very short time. The detail work 
of the selectmen and assessors is increasong rapidly every 
year, and as most people know, the selectmen’s present 
secretary is doing their work on a fill-in basis, without 
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compensation, for the past three years. He wishes to be 
relieved of that duty (although continuing to act as Treas- 
urer for the present). An article for an investigation 
of time requirements and salary will be in the warrant. 


We advise immediate action on a tax-mapping pro- 
ject, since such maps are essential to the work of the as- 
sessors in changing over to 100% valuation, which the 
state is continually pressing for. The assessors should be 
authorized to investigate the various systems in use in 
other towns. 


We recommend that the sum of $15,000.00 from “free 
cash” be used to reduce the tax rate of 1967. It is im- 
possible to estimate the tax rate, as the State’s “Cherry 
Sheet” will be the key to the setting of the rate. We were 
fortunate in receiving more from the State in 1966 then 
they estimated, and we hope the Sales Tax revenue in 
1967 will assist in avoiding a too heavy increase in our 
rate.

Report of Public Health Nursing 
Committee — 1966 


To the Citizens of Ashfield, Sunderland and Whately: 


Two regular meetings and one special meeting of 
the Public Health Nursing Advisory Committee of Ash- 
fiield, Sunderland and Whately were held during the 
past year. 

In April eight members and Mrs. Sluter met in 
Ashfield at which time the following slate of officers 
was elected: Mrs. Isabel Montague of Sunderland, 
chairman; Mrs. Helen Ranney, vice-chairman; Mrs. 
Blanche Parzick, secretary. 

At the November meeting held in Whately it was 
voted that the annual budget be increased one hundred 
dollars to be divided equally between the three towns 
of Ashfiield, Sunderland and Whately. 

The resignation of Mrs. Verna Field of Ashfield 
was accepted with regret. Mrs. Irene Lindsay was the 
new appointee from Ashfield. 

Mrs. Lorraine Strippe of Whately substituted for 
Mrs. Sluter during a three days absence in November. 

The special meeting in South Deerfield in June 
heard Miss Marion E. Wray R.N. Public Health Nurs- 
ing Advisor of Western Massachusetts Public Health 
Center at U. of M. explain Medicare and its effect on 
communities. The boards of health of Deerfield, Con- 
way, Ashfiield, Sunderland and Whately, Supt. Bennett 
and public health nurses were invited to attend. 

In closing the committee wishes to extend its thanks 
to all who have aided in this health program.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 
1966 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


Following is the second annual report of activities 
of the Public Health Nurse in Whately. 


Home nursing visits have increased over the same 
period last year. School enrollment has also shown an 
increase due to the advent of kindergarten, which is 
held in the school in Sunderland. 


No Well Child Conference was held this year due 
to a lack of interest. The diphtheria-tetanus-whooping 
cough immunization clinic was held in May, with 
thirty-nine school and four pre-school children receiv- 
ing the immunization from Dr. Kenneth Rice, school 
physician. The school physical examinations were 
completed with forty-seven children seen. In addition, 
the yearly weighing and measuring, hearing and vision 
testing were completed. Five vision and one hearing 
defect were found. The cooperation of parents in at- 
tending to these needs was very good. Teacher, parent 
and nurse conferences have been an important part 
of understanding the needs of the individual child. 
These were held whenever necessary. 


Registration of first grade and kindergarten pupils 
took place in May. It wasn’t possible to find a needy 
boy or girl in Whately to attend the Health Camp in 
Greenfield this year. 


On several occasions, the services of Mr. Peters, 
mental Health consultant and the Franklin County 
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Mental Health Center were used. Other community 
resources used were the Crippled Children’s and Pedi- 
atric Clinic at the Franklin County Public Hospital, 
the Speech Clinic at the University of Massachusetts, 
the Salvation Army and the Cerebral Association. 


Several meetings with the Public Health Consult- 
ant, Miss Marion Wray, concerning the qualification of 
the district for the Medicare Program were held. The 
result of these meetings have had no definite results as 
yet, but it is hoped this next year can see the desired 
goals reached. 


Educational In-service meetings were attended 
whenever presented. These again, are very useful in 
meeting the problems and changes of the community 
health program.

Report of Tree Warden and 
Moth Superintendent 


To the Citizens of Whately: 

Spraying for insect pest has been done throughout 
the town. However, appropriations recommended by 
the Department of Natural Resources for insect and 
pest spraying are insufficient to cover the town. I 
doubt if any spraying will be done with that amount 
Several citizens have approached me suggesting spray- 
should be done for poison ivy, with which I agree and 
therefore recommend an appropriation. 

All but six of the twenty-two Dutch Elm Diseased 
trees were cut and destroyed. However, eight more 
were tagged and proven to have the Dutch Elm Dis- 
ease, making a total of fourteen to be cut. The Bureau 
of Insect Pest Control assisted in removing some of 
these trees 

Forty-six maple trees have been planted, but some 
of them did not survive due to dry weather. I hope 
they can be replaced and more planted providing they 
can be obtained as they have been in the past. 

Pruning has been done through the center of the 
town. More have to be pruned and trimmed. Four 
trees, Other than Elm, have been cut; two of which 
have not been removed as yet. There are still more 
trees to be cut throughout the town that are in poor 
condition.

The annual inspection of animals and barns has 
been completed and showed the following results. 


Thirty-one barns housed 401 head of cattle, 25 
horses, 51 sheep and 11 swine. 


All cattle have been tuberculin and brucellosis 
tested under State supervision, and all female calves 
4-8 months have been vaccinated. 


One case of dog bite was reported and the dog 
was quarantined on its owners premises for the period 
of fourteen days. After this period the dog was ob- 
served and showed no signs of rabies, so was released.

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Report of Library Trustees 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


We continue to marvel at the consistent increase 
in circulation of our library. Surely the value of this 
facility is being more and more appreciated by our 
citizens, and your Board appreciates the support being 
given us. 


With the knowledge that our building is now 16 
years old, comes the realization that we must expect 
more frequent repairs to become necessary. In the 
past spring, drainage from our sewer system became 
hopelessly blocked, and by deep-digging it was found 
that the septic tank had caved in. Having been placed 
deep in the ground and subsequently covered further 
by final grading of the lot, it was subject to an enorm- 
ous weight which eventually caused it to collapse. The 
special town meeting was good enough to appropriate 
$600 for its replacement, and the new tank was located 
further down the hill, so that it would not be so deeply 
buried. A new drainage field was also installed as re- 
quired by the State Department of Public Health, and 
we should have no further difficulty for years to come. 


We are asking for a $100 increase in the town’s 
appropriation in 1967, whicch together with an addi- 
tional $200 to be taken from accumulated income, 
should take care of some much-needed floor tile replace- 
ment in the auditorium and some heating system 
trouble. 
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The addition of L.P. records to our book collec- 
tion seems to have been well-received and we hope to 
be able to develop a variety of selections to interest 
everyone. 


The continued deep interest of Mrs. Ena Cane in 
her work with the library, as well as the cooperation 
of all citizens, is much appreciated by your Board.

LIBRARY YEAR, 1966 


1966 was the year of small crises and major suc- 
cesses, when once again there was more cause for gra- 
titude for gifts and help received than for dismay over 
problems that arose. 


It was a time when library use exploded in knots 
of students from third grade through high school 
worked for two or three hours at a time an assignments 
that taxed our reference resources to the utmost. In 
most cases this meant that they must push current pre- 
iodicals to one side in order to find a working area. It 
underscores one of the library’s major need: a STUDY 
AREA adequately lighted with space enough for stu- 
dents to spread out books and papers for their work. 


It was a time when our extraordinary good fortune 
in having almost any book on any subject in the United 
States available to any borrower through The Western 
Regional Public Library System and its reference cen- 
ter at Forbes Library in Northampton was used to the 
fullest. 
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1866 was also the year when our book collection 
spilled over onto window sills and filled all the extra 
shelves and book cases constructed and installed by 
Paul Field. Fifteen years ago in the pre-Sputnik era, 
on one imagined that libraries would play a major role 
in every school child’s life, that the use of libraries 
would grow like Topsy. Shelving was planned for 
8000 volumes, double the book collection when the 
library was built, this was felt to be a generous estimate 
for a town of this size. As of December 31st the li- 
brary’s book collection totaled 11267. There just isn’t 
enough room to house them all. Extra shelving in the 
basement stack room may solve the problem temp- 
orarily 


It was the year when we added PHONOGRAPH 
RECORDS to the collection. Beginning in July with a 
gift from Columbia Records of 40 records, mostly 
classical and helped by Paul F. Field’s loans of more 
popular ones, including ballads and musical comedies 
there has been a six month circulation of 597 in- 
dicating the appeal these have for Whately citizens. 


This was the year when the WHATLEY HISTORI- 
CAL SOCIETY was founded with a membership of 34, 
President, Paul F. Field, who met twice and have fur- 
ther meetings planned to discuss plans for the bicenten- 
nial and the updating of both the history and the ge- 
nealogy. 


Among major events of this year was the talk 
given with slides by James LaSalle, Jr. on the Incas of 
Peru, a talk based on his journey there and saved for 
delivery at the Library which had an SRO attendance. 


Summer Story Hours were made memorable by 
story-tellers, Mrs. Dorothy Pohemus, Mrs. Adelia Bard- 
well, Mrs. Maverett Sandler, and Mrs. Marianna Rowe. 
Cookies were baked by mothers and the Librarian. 
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The 13th annual CHRISTMAS BOOK FAIR owed 
its success to far too many, including most of the town’s 
families, to mention each one, but some cannot be 
omitted: Miss Murphy, Art Supervisor of the Whately 
Schools whose decor created by grades first through 
sixth transformed us into Christmas-land, Gordon 
Daniels whose exribition of photographs delighted all 
visitors, The snowscape painted by Katherine David- 
son and donated to the fair which put us in her debt, 
Mrs. Herbert Futter who worked on the senior com- 
mittee, and gave an array of brushes, and Mrs. Anne 
LaSalle whose original Christmas centerpiece was also 
given to the Fair, Mr. Eugene H. Wood whose hand 
carved cradles and wheelbarrows were deeply appre- 
ciated. Proceeds of the Fair were $356.48, which after 
expenses will purchase yet more of the reference works 
increasingly needed to meet the demands of our young 
pople. WTTT in Amherst and the other local stations 
gave us good publicity as did the Hampshire Gazette. 


This was followed in December by the 18th annual 
CHILDREN’S CHRISTMAS PARTY attended by 90 
pre-school through third grade youngsters being made 
festive by the new Taddy Mouse tale told by Mrs. Doro- 
thy Polhemus, the films shown by Fred Bardwell, Jr., 
the ice cream given for the 13th year by Sabin Filip- 
kowski, cookies made by Mrs. Virginia Allia and Mrs. 
Kna Cane, and all once again made possible by Frank 
Farrick’s donation of his bus to transport East Whately 
children. 


The Library is fortunate in having Mrs. Mary 
Belanger as assistant librarian, whose interest and skill 
have helped so many, who also, this year, attended a 
course in Children’s Book Selection given by the Re- 
gional System. Trustees Grace Dickinson and Anita 
Kowalski attended a workshop on Trustees, among the 
few from smaller libraries to show an interest in the 
sessions. This year the Librarian, received a gift of a 
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two weeks vacation which was deeply appreciated. 


We are indebted to countless people for gifts and 
help through out the year especially to Paul Field for 
book shelves, reference books, valuable additions to our 
periodicals, records loaned, luminescent paint edging 
the steps to keep people from stumbling in the dark, 
for his handling of Book Fair funds and all the crises 
that arise in the course of a year; to Fred Adams for 
his gift of Look, Saturday Evening Post, and Animals; 
To Marjorie Grover for photographs of historical in- 
terest, Mrs. Marshall Pease for the Sandwich pressed 
glass in the Dickinson pattern given to the Historical 
Room, to the Philip Ayers for their gifts of baby clothes 
worn by his Father eighty or more years ago when he 
lived with the Clifford Waites, and to countless others 
whose help and gifts have made this a banner year 
for the Library.

Dear Mr. Chutkoski: 


As Superintendent of School Union 28, I wish to 
submit to you my eighth annual report. 


FEDERAL PROGRAMS 


In my previous report, I stated that the Federal 
government, through legislation passed by Congress, has 
provided money to assist local schools in improving their 
educational programs in certain specific areas. Whately 
has participated in several such programs during the past 
year. A summer school program under P. L. 89-10, Title 
I, was totally financed by Federal Funds to the amount 
of $2,591.40. The program was prepared and executed 
under the direction and supervision of Mr. Edward 
Trzcienski, teaching principal. Mrs. Virginia MacDonald 
was the other staff member of the summer school. The 
program was divided into two parts — (a) seven Satur- 
day programs devoted to identifying the special remedial 
needs of the students involved; and (b) a six-week pro- 
gram of instruction in reading, mathematics and the 
language arts. 


The school received $263.35 under Title II (Library). 
These funds were used to purchase additional library 
books and reference materials. Under the prvisions of the 
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former National Defense Education Act — now part of 
Title III — Mr. Trzcienski and the teachers developed a 
long-range five-year plan in the field of geography. The 
amount of $206.60 was expended in this area for the 
purchase of teaching materials and equipment to assist 
in improvement of the teaching of geography. The town 
will receive a reimbursement of $103.30 under the pro- 
visions of this program. I wish to thank the principal and 
staff members for their active participation in these suc- 
cessful projects. 


Your superintendent, with others, has been actively 
involved in Project GRACIE (Greenfield Regional Aug- 
mented Center for Innovative Education). It is basically 
an eight-month planning grant to develop a project pro- 
posal for an operational grant, and was funded for $40, 
300. under Title III Elementary and Secondary Act of 
1965, Public Law 89-10. Several project proposals have 
been approved by the Executive Council and have been 
forwarded to the Director of GRACIE for completion. 


KINDERGARTEN 


Through the cooperative action of the Sunderland 
and Whately school Committees, eight pupils from 
Whately are enrolled in the Sunderland kindergarten on 
a tuition basis. The program is divided into morning and 
afternoon classes, each attended by a different group of 
children. Whately parents are responsible for transpor- 
tation to and from school. I wish to thank Mr. Trzienski, 
Mrs. Carol Sluter, School Nurse; Parent Teacher Associa- 
tion; School Committee and interested citizens for their 
cooperation and assistance in making our first kindergar- 
ten a possibility. 


STAFF 


Reignations were received during the past year from 
Mr. Edward Trzcienski, teaching principal; Mrs. Mary 
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MacDonald, grade one; and Miss Eleanor Selvecki, art. 
A leave of absence was granted to Mrs. Helen Helstoski, 
cafeteria helper. New appointments are as follows: Mrs. 
Carol Waters, grade one, graduated from the University 
of Massachusetts and has had four years’ experience in 
Long Island, New York and Hingham, Mass.; Mr. David 
Sicard, principal and teacher of grade six, graduated from 
Lyndon State College, Lyndon, Vermont, and has had 
four years of teaching experience in Vermont and Massa- 
chustees; Miss Kathleen Murphy, art, is a recent graduate 
of the College of Our Lady of the Elms, Chicopee; Mrs. 
Frances Symanski is working in the cafeteria during the 
absence of Mrs. Helstoski. 


CURRICULUM 


Modern math became part of the regular curriculum 
this year, and is now used in grades one through three. 
It will be extended to grades four through six next year. 
The math text produced by Addison-Wesley was adopted 
as the basic book, supplemented by traditional arithmetic. 


The departmental block-teaching program tried out 
last year has earned its accepted place in the elementary 
school and has been continued. Under the director of Mr. 
Sicard, pupils in grades four through six produced many 
interesting exhibits for their second science fair this fall. 


Our instrumental music program in grades four 
through six has an enrollment of twenty-two pupils, with 
a total school union enrollemnt of ninety-two. Each 
spring, pupils in the elementary instrumental program 
present a concert at the Frontier Regional School. 


At present we have an English Survey Committee 
appointed to study adoption of a new text and to even- 
tually prepare a course of study for grades 3-8. In order 
to provide articulation between the elementary and high 
schools, the Committee is chaired by Mr. Robert Blossom, 
department head at the regional school. Other members 
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are: Miss Patricia Cooke, Frontier; Mrs. Dorothy Meola 
and Miss Mary Tarrant, Deerfield; Mrs. Carol Rundberg 
and Mr. Richard Dacey, Conway; Miss Roberta Oakes 
and Mr. Carl DeSimone, Sunderland; Mrs. Marie Gorey 
and Mrs. Irene MacDonald, Whately. Pilot programs are 
now being conducted by Miss Tarrant and Mrs. Meola of 
the Deerfield schools. The above-listed committee was ap- 
pointed following a two-day visit by Mr. John E. 
Kearney, Supervisor of English, State Department of 
Education. 


We also have had evaluations from the Supervisors 
of Music and Art, Department of Education. 


LEGISLATION 
The passage of the new sales tax — a much needed 
source of state aid for education — resulted in some 


changes in the distribution of fragmentary aids in various 
fields of education. ‘‘Under the new law as contained in 
Chapter 14 of the Acts of 1966, many specific grants have 
been eliminated and the activities should be carried on 
through the new Chapter 70 distribution which will be 
larger than that received under the former Chapter 70 
formula.” Those specific grants eliminated that relate 
to Whately are as follows: “Chapter 70, Section 3B. The 
provisions for an additional 15% aid to towns comprising 
a regional school district .. .Chapter 71, Section 65. 
Salaries of union superintendents, twelve grade regions 
and in dual capacity.”’ We will continue to receive specific 
grants for state school fund Chapter 70, special class 
transportation, local transportation, and vocational trans- 
portation of students to another town. 


As of the first of September 1966, state standards 
for the School Day and Year are a five-hour day for ele- 
mentary schools and a five and one-half-hour day for 
high schools. All elementary and secondary schools are 
required to operate 180 days in each school year; the 
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above-listed standards are minimum and school systems 
are encouraged to go beyond the initial requirement. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to thank the School Committee, teachers, 
parents and interested citizens who have cooperated and 
supported our educational endeavor during the past year. 
It is only through such cooperation and support that 
quality education can become a reality to our students — 
the future citizens.

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Report of Music Supervisor 


Again it is my pleasure to review the challenges of 
music education and to consider procedures used — to 
evaluate music education here in our schools. 


It is felt that music education is a valuable part of 
the overall educational concept and that reforms may well 
be in order. A more academic approach to the subject 
is perhaps one of the reforms that should be seriously 
considered. Gone is the day when the rote approach at 
all age levels is acceptable. A definite course of study is 
strongly advocated, that each pupil may become indepen- 
dent in his ability to read and to produce music, be it 
vocal or instrumental. Thus, there must be a graded 
course of study plus music books so graded that skill may 
be acquired. Daily classroom periods for music study is 
a must. These aims, I feel, are followed. 


Our colleges are increasing requirements in music 
for their graduates, that they may be prepared to teach 
successfully music classes on the elementary level. This 
is an answer toa need long apparent to music specialists. 
For this we are indeed grateful. 


Modern equipment is a factor in music education; 
the use of films, record players, rhythm instruments is 
the present-day approach to the teaching of elementary 
music. This equipment is in use in our schools. 


Cultural enrichment in the form of student atten- 
dance at the Springfield Youth Concert is made possible 
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by the Springfield Symphony Orchestra. This is an an- 
nual treat for fifth and sixth grade pupils. 


Attendance at two conferences for elementary music 
teachers — one at Westfield an done at U. of M. — pro- 
vided many thought-provoking ideas; utilization of many 
of these has been most stimulating to students and music 
teacher. 


My heartfelt thanks go to all those folks responsible 
for making a good music program possible in our schools.

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Report of Art Supervisor 


In contemporary America, it is rather tragic to note 
that art and beauty hold little weight against our more 
meaningful, materialistic purisuits. We are a nation 
deeply concerned with the production of material objects. 
The effects of mechanization have greatly damaged man’s 
sensibilities and, due to this, many perceive only a small 
fraction of the most vital aspects of life. In order to 
counteract this shallowness, andto achieve a fuller human 
being we must do everything in our power to rescue and 
redevelop man’s dulled sensibilities, and this may be done 
through the joy of creative expression. 


There is no better place to begin this restoration than 
in the classroom. It is here that we should try to instill a 
sense of awareness into our children — an awareness, 
first of all, of themselves and second, awareness of their 
environment. 


Creative expression is an extremely important aspect 
in the total human development. Creativeness is no long- 
er considered a special ability reserved for a gifted 
minority. It is now believed that every child can produce 
art work which for him is new, superior or unique when 
compared with previous performances. Granted, all stu- 
dents are not going to be equally creative and skilled in 
art, nor are all going to be responsive in the same way. 
But all should have the opportunity to develop into the 
fullness of their capacities. 


The major purposes of the art education program 
will be:

to deepen the child’s creative experiences, 


to expand and alert the visual preceptiveness of the 
child, 


to preserve the child’s confidence in the validity of 
his self-expression, 


to provide an area of success and personal satisfac- 
tion which will overflow into other learning areas, 


to train the child’s thinking processes so that he may 
meet change flexibly. 


It is vitally important that education which leads to 
creativity, resourcefulness, originality and inventiveness 
is provided for each child daily if we are to maintain the 
adaptive qualities needed by each person who must meet 
the demands of a fast-changing world. Every free society 
must have ample opportunity for people to learn to invent 
and try new ideas. The people must have the courage to 
invest their efforts and confidence, to rely upon their in- 
dividual powers, abilities, and judgments. The best way 
to create such citizens is through the use of creative ex- 
pression in our schools.

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Report of School Nurse 


As the school nurse for the Town of Whately, I 
hereby submit my second annual report. 


Good physical and emotional health for each indivi- 
dual child is the aim of the school health program. In 
order to achieve this, physical examinations, immuniza- 
tion clinics, vision and hearing testing, and weighing and 
measuring are done during the school year. Additionally, 
the community resources of the Mental Health Center, 
Speech Therapy Clinic, Crippled Children’s and Pediatric 
Clinic, Cerebral Palsy Association and the local Board of 
Health are used whenever there is an indication of need. 


In-service meetings for educational purposes in the 
understanding and performance of duties were attended 
throughout the year; these are invaluable. 


Dr. Kenneth Rice, school physician, examined forty- 
seven children and found no outstanding defects. The 
diptheria, tetanus, whooping cough clinic was held in 
May with thirty-nine school children and four pre-school 
children receiving immunization. No polio clinic was held. 


Upon completion of vision and hearing testing, five 
children were found to have visual defects. After re- 
ferral to the family doctor, all were found to need glasses 
and are now wearing them. There was one hearing de- 
fect which has been attended to. 


Teacher-nurse and parent-nurse conferences were 
held upon necessity. These have proven very valuable 
and beneficial in the various problems that have arisen. 
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In most cases, it has given a better understanding be- 
tween teachers, parents and the nurse.

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Report of the 
Conservation Commission 


The conservation commissions of Deerfield, Sun- 
derland, and Whately, acting jointly, have continued 
their efforts to secure public swimming facilities for 
the towns. As authorized at the last annual town meet- 
ing, they have had professional studies made to deter- 
mine the adequacy and approximate costs of develop- 
ing the manmade pond site near routes 91 and 116. 


The reports of the engineering consultants and 
the reviews by the regional offices of the state Depart- 
ments of Health, and of Public Works seem to be very 
favorable. There appears to be a sufficient supply of 
good swimming quality water available, even in 
drought periods, to handle more than 800 swimmers at 
one time, if necessary, without having to make provi- 
sions to filter the water. However, additional sand will 
be needed for the beacche areas to avod silty water; 
and toilets must be provided to meet state health re- 
quirements. 


In view of the possible expense to provide for 
these and other development items, your joint conser- 
vation commissions are meeting with state officials to 
see if all or part of this work may not be accomplished 
with the help of recently enacted state legislation for 
this purpose. 


What course of action we recommend the towns to 
take will probably be deferred until we learn the out- 
come of these meetings.
